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PREPARING FOR WORK.
German Buyers of Pacific Coast Sal-
mon Are Busy.

(Seattle Post-Intelligencer.)

German buyers of Pacific coant cured
salmon are preparing for the season's
work, and among them Mr, Maryan
Wojtaszewskl, representing the firm of
C. Waldermann of Koeslin, Germany,
was in the city the other day In cone
nection with this business. Mr. Woj-
taszewski left last night for Astoria

and will return In about two weokn
Thete are soveral other German fArma
who send thelr reprosentatives to this
ocountry every year, and the demand
thus created has done much toward
bullding up an Industry In fish pre-
serving that has grown wvastly in re-
cont years. The cured salmon s used
largely In Buropean countries, Mr
‘Wojtassewnk| says, bolng handled thore
in tha dellcatessen stores.

The extent to which the Industry has
grown s shown by comparison of the
pack In years since 1806, In that year
about 300 tlere were pul up on the
Columbia river, where the Industry has
reached Its greatest proportions This
was the first year that any considerable
amount was packed. Since them great
strides have been made, and last year
the pack of the Pacific coast was about
13,000 tierce. This consumed over 10.-
000,000 pounds of dressed fish, or about
7000 tons of salmon as taken from the
fishing boata.

For several years the fish smok-
ers there used the frosen fah, thawed,
salted and smoked them, but the pro-
cess did not prove satistactory, Means
while, experiments had been made in
packing in a light brine, and packers
had arrived at a process for preparing
that is now known as mild cured, or
plckled, salmon. By this process, as
described by J. R. Mason, superintens
dent of the Pacific Cold Storage Com-
pany, the fish are packed In a light
welght brine, giving them just enough
salt and retaining all the juice and
flavor. After being held In cold stor-
age for elght or ten months, they are
still wimost freah, and & nlee cure will
glve them a very rich flavor when
properly smoked.

In packing only the largest fish are
used, those welghlng over 20 pounds, &
great many belng packed that weigh
over 80 pounds. The largest flah bring
the best prices, as the large aides make
i thick alice when cut up and do not
dry out too much in the process of
smoking. which usually requires lvml
or three days, and should be done to|

produce the best results In or near
the place where consumed. It s sald
to be the very best of the salmon busi-

ness and sells for more than any grade
of frosen or canned salmon.
